“County Farm”, “Farm Specials”, ‘Jail’’, ‘““House of Corrections”, 
and his reasons for increasing costs of operations including repairs 
and purchasing of new equipment to replace old outdated kitchen 


utensils. 

The factor in increasing cost of the budget are pay raises and 
labor.

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REPORT OF THE 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


The year 1978 has been one of change and progress for your 
county government. The financial operation of the two county 
operated nursing homes and the farm continue to show a year end 
picture of profitable operations. They not only have not cost the 
taxpayers any money, they made an operating profit in 1978 of 
$170,000.00. The farm had an especially good year and made 
more money than in any other year. That is the good news. The 
bad news is that unless there is a change in the reimbursement 
process for the nursing homes in the State of New Hampshire for 
medicaid patients 1979 could well find thecounty operated 
facilities all over the state operating in the “‘red’’. The income just 
does not provide for the recovery of reasonable costs. The in- 
creased costs that effect the household budgets of all of us are the 
same factors that inflate the operating costs of all of the county 
institutions. A way must be found to keep reimbursements in- 
creasing at a rate that keeps pace with inflation. With this in mind 
we again intend to ask our County Delegation to sponsor House 
Bill No. 1022 which was killed by the 1977 Legislature. This bill 
would have mandated full cost reimbursement for nursing homes. 
We hope that this time it will pass so that every other year we will 
not be faced with this crisis. 


Welfare costs continue to be the greatest threat to a balanced 
budget. More and more the programs which are mandated and 
controlled by the federal and state agencies are being returned to 
us for funding. This trend of decreased local contro! and increased 
county funding of these programs has been an expressed concern 
of the Commissioners for many years. Since 1975 direct welfare 
costs have increased from $197,717.00 to $668,460.00. This is an 
increase of 339%. We sincerely hope that this trend can be re- 
versed but we must report that there is little positive evidence 
upon which these hopes can be based. We are asking that legisla- 
tion be introduced this year that will mandate that in the future 
all changes in the laws and regulations which will have an impact 
on local property taxes must have attached as part of the 
changes specified a financial impact statement which will clearly 
state what these costs are before the changes can take place. 


1978 saw a project which has been in the planning stages since 
1975 become a reality. That is the renovation of the Jail and 
House of Correction at West Stewartstown. Phase | of this project 
was nearly completed by the end of the year. It is expected 
Phase Il which will be funded by a grant from the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration will be completed in 1979. This 
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will bring this facility to a point where it will meet all state and 
federal standards that are in force now and we expect will be in 
force in the future. It is all to apparent that correction institutions 
are becoming more and more subject to outside controls and we 
are thankful that we were able to obtain the necessary funding 
for this project at this time. We would like to thank the staff and 
the inmates for their patience and indulgence during the construc- 
tion. We think everyone will agree that it is a job well done and 


worth the inconvenience. 


We wish to thank all of the dedicated county employees for 
their exceptional service to the citizens of the county. Without 
their support and efforts county government would be unable to 
function. Also we thank the Delegation for their guidance and 
cooperation as we have undertaken the management of the 
affairs of the county. Last but foremost we thank the citizens of 
the county for their trust and confidence in us and we pledge to 
do our best in 1979 to control expenditures while at the same 
time providing the services which are expected and required from 
their county.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


West Stewartstown, New Hampshire 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, the County 
Delegation and Citizens of Coos County. 


There were 73 Nursing Hospital Admissions and 79 Discharges 
with 33701 patient days for 92.33% utilization. We cannot main- 
tain 100% utilization because of the many transfers to the 
hospitals and other Nursing Homes. 


The ongoing renovations have made many changes in this old 
facility, improving the morale of both patients and employees 
alike. More renovations are being requested for 1979. 


This year Christmas was celebrated by different groups at 
different times which proved to be more beneficial to our 
patients. Parties and visitations were spread out thereby not as 
tiring as in the past. 


There_were 147 Jail Admissions and 65 House of Correction 
Admissions for a total of 4544 inmate days. 


The center portion of the Jail and House of Correction reno- 
vations were not completed as hoped in 1978. The security locks 
and many other items have not arrived yet. 


The Farm has surpassed expectations this past year, and pro- 
duced a good profit. The Nursing Hospital purchased meat, milk 
and produce in the amount of $33,367.39. 


Our Farm Manager left in November for greener pastures. We 
wish him well in his new endeavors. 


The Clergy and Physicians continue to minister the Spiritual 
and Medical needs of our patients and inmates at the Jail and 
House of Correction.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 


Coos County Nursing Home - Berlin 


It is with great pleasure that | submit this, my third annual re- 
port to the County Commissioners, the County Delegation and 
the Citizens of Coos County, N. H. 


It was a very good year. Not only were expenditures kept well 
within the approved budget but income far exceeded anticipated 
revenues. However, my forecast for the coming year is that in- 
come will not keep pace with the inflationary rate of expenditures 
unless the Medicaid reimbursement is changed to meet this crisis. 
93 percent of our nursing home population are presently Medi- 
caid patients. 


During the year there were 30 new admissions to this institu- 
tion, one of which was a readmission. There were 11 deaths at the 
home and three of our residents died after admission to a hospital. 
There was also one permanent discharge. 


The occupancy rate hovered at 98% most of the year. Were it 
not for the bed saved while a patient was in the hospital the rate 
would have been 100%. There continues to be a waiting list of 
prospective patients. On behalf of the County Commissioners | 
have filed a letter of intent with the State of N. H. to increase the 
bed capacity here at this facility by 50 beds. This letter of intent 
is non-binding and is only a preliminary step to protect the posi- 
tion of the county should they decide to actively seek the 50 
more beds after a through development of the long range needs. 


The Activities Department has continued to expand during 
the year to provide additional needs of the patients. In addition 
to the existing crafts that were offered the Department has added 
needlepoint, weaving, trapunto and quilting. Other activities in- 
clude bingo, bowling, movies, monthly birthday parties, summer 
cookouts and during inclement weather cookins. Also interna- 
tional dinners were featured. These dinners represented recipes 
from various lands throughout the world. During the month of 
September the Activities department conducted a very successful 
fair and art show. Items made by the patients were exhibited and 
sold. 


The Physical Therapy Department which is now fully opera- 
tional, has seen 52% of the residents for individualized treatment, 
programs at the request of their physicians. An additional 12% 
have participated in weekly bowling activities and exercises to 
disco music. This accounted for an average of 34 patient visits per 
day to this department. | was fortunate in obtaining the Consult- 
ing services of Dr. David Johns, Podiatrist. With the exception of 
Speech and Audio, all departments are now fully operational. 


During the year | did research the possibility of a Day Care Cen- 
ter to provide services to those elderly persons needing restorative 
therapy and care. Thisdid not prove fruitful. Many obstacles were 
encountered including a lack of adequate funding. 


During the past year the Nursing Home has cooperated with the 
Regional Vocational Center at Berlin High School by providing 
clinical experience opportunities for students in the Vocational 
Health Occupations Program. 49 students from Berlin, Gorham, 
Groveton, North Stratford participated in this program for a total 
of 240 hours each. This permitted the students to qualify for a 
Nurse’s Aid Certificate issued by the State of N. H. | personally 
presented these certificates to the successful students at special 
ceremonies at the Berlin High School. 


Also during the year the Nursing Home has cooperated with 
the New Hampshire Vocational Technical College in Berlin by 
providing geriatric clinical experience for students enrolled in the 
colleges practical nursing curriculum. The purpose of the program 
is to correlate theory and nursing skills so that the students may 
become entry level practical nurses. There were 27 students who 
participated and each student devoted 210 hours to the program. 


Again during the year the Nursing Home provided two nursing 
assistant programs; one under our direct sponsorship and the other 
under a county CETA program. There were a total of 23 students 
who graduated. The two programs averaged 150 hours per stu- 
dent. State of New Hampshire certificates were awarded to each 
graduate. 


| would like to express my appreciation to the County Com- 
missioners and to every member of the County Delegation for 
their continued support. On behalf of the patients, | would like to 
thank those groups of citizens and service organizations who have 
come into our Home to provide comfort and entertainment to our 
patients. | would like to express my appreciation to my Depart- 
ment Managers for their unending support and assistance through- 
out the year.

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COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
SERVICE REPORT 


1978 


The year of 1978 has been a productive one for the Coos 
County Cooperative Extension Service. 


The Agricultural Agent reports that he has been dealing with a 
broad audience made up of dairy farmers, beef producers, small 
livestock producers, greenhouse operators, orchardist, golf course 
superintendents, commercial vegetable growers, home vegetable 
and fruit gardeners, beekeepers, soil tests, planning boards, Federal 
and State agencies. Many commercial operators (with the excep- 
tion of dairy) are managed by part-time farmers. 


There has been a tremendous increase in the number of people 
growing fruits or vegetables for home use. Hundreds of home 
gardeners and home owners have received agricultural publica- 
tions on a variety of subjects ranging from home gardens, house- 
hold insects, livestock management, drinking water, drainage 
problems, landscaping, beekeeping, etc. 


The most recent census 1974 indicates that we have 206 in 
commercial agriculture in Coos County. This was a reduction of 
82 since 1969. It is my estimate that the trend has changed and 
the number in commercial agriculture will be increased by the 
next census. 


The County Forester reports that over the past year, he has 
provided the following assistance and services to the private wood- 
land owners of Coos County. Individual forest management 
assists 419 - incidental assists 202 - total 621. 


Some of the major activities and accomplishments included: 
(1) 230 woodland examinations involving 7026 acres; (2) 31 
woodland management plans involving 872 acres; 37 woodland 
owners conducting timber stand improvement work on 410 acres; 
79 insect, disease and shade tree assists; 28 demonstrations and 
group presentations and 33 news articles and newsletters. 


The Home Economics programs have served 14 Extension 
groups with 243 participants around the county including the 
towns of Pittsburg, Colebrook, Milan, Errol, Berlin, Lancaster (5), 
Whitefield (2), Jefferson, Randolph, as well as various community 
women’s clubs, and public schools. Home Economics has coop- 


sy | ge 


erated with such organizations as Family Planning and Public 
Health - both state and local, Participating in a pilot county nu- 
tritional survey with the State Department of Public Health, re- 
sulting in important data for future state nutrition education. 
Monthly newsletters are mailed to 615 people. 


Four-H Youth Development in Coos County registers mem- 
bership of 235 young people with 17 active groups around the 
county. Joseph Wilson terminated his position as 4-H Agent in 
September and was replaced in November by Roxann Chamber- 
lin.

A MESSAGE FROM YOUR DISTRICT SUPERVISORS 


The leaders and cooperators of your Conservation District 
deserve congratulations upon the completion of a year of out- 
standing conservation assistance. The cooperative efforts of many 
have resulted in significant accomplishment. 


The Conservation District participated in the National Land 
Inventory and Monitoring Program; the purpose of this program 
is to obtain an assessment of the kinds and amounts of soil 
erosion in the United States. The District also assisted in carrying 
out the provisions of the Resources Conservation Act of 1977 
which calls for an assessment by the public of the quality and 
quantity of our soil, water, and related resources and of our pro- 
grams to conserve and develop these resources. In June, the Dis- 
trict distributed public opinion questionnaires and in July held a 
public meeting at the Balsams in Dixville. 


= 736: 


The District reviewed the Forest Service’s RARE II Draft En- 
vironmental Statement and went on the record to oppose ex- 
pansion of wilderness designation on the White Mountain National 
Forest in New Hampshire. 


A Soil and Septic System Design Workshop was conducted by 
the District this fall in conjunction with the New Hampshire 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission. 


In 1978, the County included an appropriation of $8,000 in 
their budget for the District Administrator’s salary. This money 
enabled the District to maintain an office full time and to carry 
Out its conservation programs. We have received recognition for 
our work by winning in the annual Goodyear Conservation Awards 
Program. This year we were an Honor District in our region. 


Throughout the year we have conducted various Information 
and Education Projects. In March we held a Contractors’ Work- 
shop to explain the District, Soil Conservation Service, and Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conservation Service programs. We dis- 
tributed conservation cartoon booklets to 5th and 6th graders 
throughout the County. These were sponsored by local banks and 
credit unions. We distributed Soil Stewardship materials to 
churches and other organizations that were interested in observing 
this annual event. The Essex County Conservation District shared 
a booth with us at the Lancaster Fair. Numerous news articles and 
a quarterly newsletter were published. 


This year the District conducted a Forest Management Train- 
ing Project with CETA funds. We employed three individuals to 
train in timber stand improvement work. Technical assistance was 
provided by the County Forester and his assistant. At the termi- 
nation of the project in September, ninety acreas of timber stand 
improvement had been completed in four towns in the County. 


ASSISTANCE FROM SOIL CONSERVATION SERVICE 


In 1978, 273 individual land units received assistance. Over 
42,000 acres were soil mapped. Almost 8,000 acres received con- 
servation planning assistance. Technical services were provided 
for 152 conservation problems. Seventy-three people carried out 
150 conservation projects. 


Phase | of the Jefferson Soil Survey was completed early this 
summer with 3,500 acres mapped.

The Town of Randolph received its completed Interim Soil 
Survey this fall. We also assisted the Town in the design of a fire 
suppression pond and aided them in recreational area planning. 


Two erosion and sediment control plan reviews were provided 
to the Town of Lancaster on their Community Field project and 
Town Garage project and one to the Town of Northumberland 
for their school addition. 


We prepared a recreation plan for Town-owned land in Carroll. 


Thirty thousand acres of Brown Co. land in Success were soil 
mapped in July. This soil information will enable the Company to 
carry out a higher level of resource management. 


REPORT FROM AGRICULTURAL STABILIZATION AND 
CONSERVATION SERVICE 


In fiscal year 1978 the Coos County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service committee approved a little over 
$88,000 in federal cost-share assistance to farmers and land- 
owners participating in the Agricultural Conservation Program (A 
Ol ad 


Of this $88,000, approximately 20 percent of the funds were 
spent on practices which received technical assistance from the 
Soil Conservation Service. These practices included open drainage, 
tile drainage, diversions and manure storage facilities. 


Forestry practices received only 5 percent of the 1978 alloca- 
tion. This money was spent on weeding and thinning, erosion con- 
trol on logging roads and tree planting. The small amount spent on 
forestry is directly related to the increase in dollars spent for 
forestry practices under our Forestry Incentive Program (FIP). 
FIP funds are completely separate from our other funding and 
last year amounted to total approvals of approximately $7,000. 


The balance of our ACP allocation was spent to establish or 
improve permanent vegetative cover on areas that are susceptible 
to wind or water erosion. These practices include seedings and/or 
applications of lime and fertilizer.

A REPORT ON EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING 
PROGRAM ACTIVITIES IN COOS COUNTY 


INTRODUCTION: 


Under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act of 
1973 (C.E.T.A.), the Federal Government makes grants to local 
governments or combinations of local governments to enable 
them to provide locally planned and administered employment 
and training services to eligible clients within the local area. 


Under the provisions of the act, Coos County has elected to 
form the Coos County Employment and Training Agency for the 
optional delivery of employment and training serviced under the 
C.E.T.A. Act of 1973. The Agency officially started operation 
on October 1, 1977. The chief elected officials who are authorized 
by their legislative body to represent the Agency are as follows: 


Dr. Norman S. Brungot, Chairman of Coos County Board of 
Commissioners 

Thomas Corrigan, Coos County Board of Commissioners 

Gerard Lemire, Coos County Board of Commissioners 

Frederick King, Coos County Coordinator 


Coos County Employment and Training Agency is just one of 
six (6) such agencies which comprise the Balance of State. These 
agencies are under subcontract with the State Prime Sponsor, 
which is the N. H. Office of Employment and Training. 


The comprehensive employment and training system has three 
main goals which are: 


1. To place economically disadvantaged unemployed family heads 
and youth in good jobs with adequate pay to support them- 
selves and their families at an income above the poverty level 
and to help them retain those jobs. 


2. To place some clients in other positive situations which will 
benefit the individuals concerned. These positive situations 
include returning to school or other full-time training, entering 
the military, obtaining a C.E.T.A. Title Il or VI. position, and 
others.

3. To provide the economically disadvantaged and potential 
schoo! dropout with training and supportive services. The pur- 
poses being to assist them in remaining in school while simu- 
taneously preparing them for the future world of work. Also, 
for out of school youth, ages 16 to 19, we provide, in con- 
junction with the N. H. Voc Tech College, a combined work 
experience/training program designed to afford the partici- 
pants with marketable skills. 


The priority groups which have been established by Coos 
County Employment and Training Agency, indicates that we are 
attempting to serve the lower 3% of the labor force; those who 
would tend to remain unemployed even if our economy were in 
good shape. We feel that the chronically unemployed, which we 
are trying to serve, suffer multiple barriers to employment in- 
cluding lack of education, lack of financial resources, family 
responsibilities, racial and sex discrimination, and other barriers 
including a lack of understanding of the world of work and 
lack of a stable work record. 


Clearly, to accomplish the primary goal of unsubsidized job 
placement and retention for the economically disadvantaged, we 
need to provide services which will eliminate these barriers. The 
C.E.T.A. system is designed to eliminate the employment barriers. 


During program and fiscal year of October 1, 1977 through 
September 30, 1978, our programs served a total of 789 Coos 
County residents. The analysis by title is as follows:

Utilizing a work project, C.C.E.&T.A. performance a compre- 
hensive survey of employees in Coos County, the results of which 
identified specific skill areas people should be trained in. The study 
is expected to be ready for distribution in March 1979. 


The N. H. Off Highway Vehicle Department expanded and 
improved approximately 100 miles of its Coos County trails via 
a Title VI project. 


The youth project created 10 new miles of ski touring trails 
and improved existing trails in the Berlin area. Additionally, 50% 
of those participants terminated from that program enrolled into 
a post secondary school program. 


Thirty-five persons received classroom training designed to en- 
hance their employability. Sixteen of those were trained as nurse 
aides. 


Of those terminated, the following percentage of participants 
secured employment within thirty days of their termination: 


Title | 46% Title Il 65% Title VI 37% 


Title VI projects were not designed to secure participants un- 
subsidized employment but rather to provide them with transi- 
tional employment only. 


For the program and fiscal year of October 1, 1978 through 
September 30, 1979, federal funds totaling $1,484,465.00 (less 
summer youth program) have been allocated for use in Coos Coun- 
ty.

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JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION 
CONSTRUCTION REPORT 


The County Commissioners in conjunction with a Building 
Committee from the Delegation in the fall of 1975 undertook a 
space study of the County Jail and House of Correction. The ob- 
jective of the study was to make an analysis of this 100 year old 
facility with an eventual goal of rebuilding it in order to reduce a 
very serious fire hazard and to create a more pleasant and healthy 
environment for the inmates. When the federal government 
through the Economic Development Administration’s Public 
Works Il program made funds available to the county the Delega- 
tion authorized the Commissioners to prepare final plans and on 
November 19, 1977 final approval was given for Phase | of the 
renovations. The construction work continued during 1978. The 
county was able to continue to operate the facility during con- 
struction even though the conditions were sometimes unpleasant 
for both the inmates and the staff. On December 31, 1978 the 
first phase of the renovations which was a complete rebuilding 
of the center section of the building was 95% complete and ready 
for occupancy. Phase I! of the project will take place in 1979 
with funds for this work coming from the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration. 

This final phase will involve a complete rebuilding of the jail 
cell block and extensive renovations to the dormitory area of the 
house of correction. This entire project is an example of good 
cooperation between federal, state and local governments in solv- 
ing a problem that local government alone would find to costly.
